But I need not go fo far, the Wool of 
this Ifland is fo nice in its Growth, and fo 
eminently depending upon the Soil, that 
if you carry the Breed of onr Sheep but 
out of one Couutry into another, they 
fhall with theic feeding alter theis Fleece 5 
I need not give you many Initance:, but a 
few are not improper.

fome Places very Barren, produces the 
fineft Wool in Britain———— Great Quan- 
tities of Sheep are bought about Lemfter, 
and carry’d yearly into Effex ; but keep 
them in Effzx one Year, the Wool is quite 
another rhing. 

Lincoln aad Leicefterfbire are the Coun- 
ties of ali England, for Quantities of large 
Sheep, aud vaft heavy Fleeces, the’ Wool 
very fine, and the Staple long : Go but 
over the Trent, which parts thofe Coun- 
tries from Nottingbamfbire, Yorkfhire, Dar- 
by and Stafford the Sheep are {ma}, their 
Wool coarle, hairy and thort, oor will-the 
Sheep of Lincalxfbire and Leicefterfhire live 
there, bac their Wool fhall decay. 

If it be faid che Lands are not rich enough 
~to feed .them becaufe they are fo large, 
this grants the Argument in part, That "tis 
the soil makes the Wool—— But go on 
then farther North, and when you come 
to the North-riding of Yorkfbire, the Banks 
of the Zees, andthe Bifhopiick of Durbam, 
there you fiod the Sheep vaftly large, and 
yet the Wool coarfe 5 this is evidenc’d by 

the variety of Wool ia England, which is 
fetch’d and carry’d this way and that way, 
as the Manufa@turesdire& 3 Norfolk makes 
the fineft Woolen Manufaétures in England, 

yet has no fiae Wool ia its own Bounds 3 
the Worfted-men fetch the fine Wool from 
the Cloathing Parts, the Clothiers fetch 
the long Staple Wool from the other Coun- 
ties 3 the Leeds-men fetch long and large 
fleec’d Wool from Leicefferfhire, and coarie 
barfher Wool from Northumberland 3 the 
Wool circulates before “tis manufadtur’d, 
asthe Manufa@tures do after it 3; and all 
this variecy is occafion’d by the Soil of En.

Let any Man tell me, are theie Pecola- 
rities the Produce of our Soi', and favou- 
red by our Clime, or are they not ? If nor, 
why are netother Nations able to pro- 
‘duce the like? Why can Nature work 
thefe no were but in England, Poor Bare 
ren uncomfortable Spot! 

But to come to the Vegetative Life, 
thefe are more evidently the meer Pro- 
-du@ions of the Soil The Simplers 
are Witneffes to the Herbage of England, 
throng’d with Phyfical Plants,{Medicinals, 
Reftorative and Preventive The Sur- 
face of the Soil is cover’d with Antidotes, 
with Cordials, with healing and comforta- 
ble Herbs, with noble Perfames, and beau- 
tiful Flowers, the Cloathing of a Thou. 
fand His: Who brought thefe from be- 
yond Seas ? —— They are the meer Chil- 
dren of Nature, the Off-Spring of Mothere 
‘Soil, not beholden to Commerce, but that 
had their antient Abode here, beyond the 
Reach of Hiftory, and before the Ifland 
bad anv People 3 meer <Amrediluvians, 
whefe Families are as old as Nature—— 
And which other Countries fetch from us, 
not we from them: [ refer to the Enlarge- 
mests or Additions to Cambdem, tor the 
the Particularsof thefe Natives ot Britain, 
and the feveral Countizs they inhabit ; it 
would be endlefs to enumerate them, there 
they may be feen, 

But we have no Plumbs, no Arples, no 
Cherries, but by the affiftance ot foreign 
Commerce, the atmoft produce is a Shoe 
and a Crab; though if this were true, we 
might bea very comfortable Soct without 
them, yet every common Gardener can 
deteét this Fable, when taking the Scyon 
of a Crab ora witd Apple, or the Seedling 
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Importation. ——— .

tradés beyand Sea, and brings home his 
little Freight from Foreign Countries—— 
The regular Inf¢& never ftrays far from 
Home, never lodges out of his own Houle, 
or from his Wifz and Children, but keeps 
good Hours, comes Home like a good 
Husband every Night, and brings what he 
bas gain’d in the neighbouring Gardens or 
flowry Meadows, to lay up ia his common 
S-ore for the fobfiftence of his Family ——— 
And this fupply’d us very well without the 
Sugar-Cain or the Limbeck, #i¥ Luxury en- 
ereasd, and required a greater Quantity 
of Sweet, than the Honey could well ar- 
fwer, and that Luxury is fapply’d by Com- 
merce; but fure we liv’d before very coni- 
fortable without it. ', 

Next lec our Black Cattle bear Witnefs 
to the Soil of England; to whata Szzdo 
they grow, what vaft Dimenfions of Fit 
do they feed to? And this is a Te fti- 
mony to the Sei beycrd many other Na- 
tions, not allthe Kiogaems of Fraice and 
Spain, Empire of Germany, cr the rich 
Garden of Europe’s D-licacter, I mera 
Italy, can fecd a Bullock of fuch Dimenb- 
one, or to fuch a Degree of Fat, as Eng- 
Sand, 

If this be the Fruit of Forciga Spi, 
whence came they, and were are they 
match’d ? That it is the Peculiarity of our 
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Scil, is evident from this, That the good- 
nefs of Land is in fome Cafes, and infome 
Parts of England determined by the Size of 
the Bullock it will feed. Some Land, tho’ 
the Grafs is Rrong, thick, and high will 
not fat a Bullock at all; others, where the 
Grafs feems meaner and is fhorter, fhall 
fat a Bullock of a great Price ; (ome Ground 
will feed aa Ox of fuch a Price, and no 
larger; fome again of fuch a Price, and 
fo on, and the Size of the Beef is the Teft 
of the Land. 

Alas for England ! Poor Barren uncom- 
fortable Spor! And yet t faw Sir Yobn Fag 
of Suffex have 4 Butlocks ia a {mil Eaclo- 
fure io his Park, which weigh’d 80 Stone 
per Quarter, or each of them 320 Stone in 
the wrole, of Beef when dieft up, the 
Head and Hide taken off, and the Eotrails 
and Tall>w taken out, and not reckon’d, 
which Bullocks I faw him cffce’d 261. per 
Head for by a Bureler. 

Here’s no help of Commerce, the Ex. 
change of London has no hand in this; ir- 
deed Trade mends the price of the Beef, 
but nothing from Abroad adds to the Bulk 
—IJt is fed by the meer Grafs of the Ficld; 
no Art, no planting, or tranfplancing, 
grafcing or inoculating, bucmeer Englifh, 
fuchs no part of the World can fhow— 
Hungaria an@ Tranfyluania comes neareft 
to us, aad cheir Cat:le areas large, which 
is owing to the rich Soil on the Banks of 
the Dunute, the Save, the Tybifcu, but no 
part of Aungary will feed thac large Kiad 
to fo vafta Degree of Fat as Engiind. 

I might read you a Le@ure of Buster 
and Ckeefe produc’d hy” meer Nature, in 
this poor Barren uncomfortable Spot, but 
the Yorld is fo full of Witneffes for Uste 
whom we export it, and whocan trom 
no partof the World return che like for 
quality and quantity, that it is neelz{s to 
name it. 

And fo much for the Barren Uncomfor- 
table Spor of Barth that falls to our foare sin 
which J neverfaw a Man cf $ente more 
mifiaken than the Speflator, who on 
the contrary ovghc to have acknowledg'd 
his Creator’s Goodncfs to England, whofe 
Inhabicants may wich great Juftice praile
